Convention met pursuant to adjournment. M. 
R. Hull presiding. Meeting ealled to order, and 
“Freeman’s” Ilymn sung by the meeting. 

Committee on resolutions, submitted the follow- 
ing for the consideration of the meeting, which on 
motion was accepted—the merits of the resolutions 
considered and discussed singly and the whole 
unanimously adopted. 

Resolved, That a true system of education is the 
basis of all refurm. 

. Resolved, That a negkect of Physical education 
is more destractive of human well Seing, than neg- 
lect of Intellectual and Moral education; and it 
were better to annihilate the academy and college, 
than continue them at the expense of physica! 
strength, health and longevity. 

Resolved, That a true system of education daily 
exercises every physical and mental power, every 
\one, muscle, faculty and sentiment, and pays the 
greatest attention to the weakest parts—if the 
lody be weak, it first establishes health and vigor, 
without which it is useless to attempt Mental edu- 
cation, and if one faculty be weaker than another 
hy natural endowment, it applies the greater en- 
ergy to its development, that the man may ve har- 
mevnious, 


Resolved, That every academy, high school and 
college, should be a model of practical life; furn 


ishing a variety of oa pao labors, in some ot. 


whieh, every student and professor should be en- 
gaged some portion of each day, should teach all 
practical trath as of primary importance, and the 
uim should be to make them as near self-sustain- 
ing as possible. 

On motion,the remaining resolutions were laid 
on the table forthe present, andJche'r consideration 
resumed at @ subsequent hour of meeting, which 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Langley of Ohio, being called for, proceed- 
ed to address the meeting on the subject of lho- 
netics, and the “wants of the age,” followed by 
Mr. Denton.

| PENNSYLVANIA ABOLITION SOCIETY.

Passmore Williamson having been doomed by 
\Judge Kane to an indefinite imprisonment, prob- 
|ably for life, for having presumed to act as Secre- 
| tary and Agent of the ‘‘ Pennsylvania Society for 
_Promoting the Abolition of Slavery, the Relief 
of Free Negroes Unlawfully held in Bondage, and 
for Improving the Condition of the African Race,” 
j} the history of that Society becomes a matter of 
; public interest. Its origin goes back not only to 
|a period not only prior to the Federal Constitution, 
| (which, according to Judge Kane’s interpretation 
of it, makes active membership of this Society 
the Declaration of Independence—a document of 
| which the doctrines are so generally set down by 
jurists of the Kane school as obsolete flourishes of 
rhetoric. 

Ou the Lith of April, 1775—five days before the 
battle of Lexington—a few individuals met at the 
Sun Tavern in Philadelphia, aud formed them- 
sclves into a Society, under a Constitution of 
which the following is the preamble: 


Whereas, There are in this and the neighboring 
States a number of negroes and others kept ina 
state of Slavery who, we apprehend, from different 
causes and circumstances, aro justly entitled to 
their freedom by the laws and Constitution under 
which we live, could their particular cases be can- 
didly and openly debated, ana evidence to the best 


ation, they being tied by the strong cords of op- 
pression, are rendered incapable of asserting their 
freedom, and many through this inability remain 
unjustly in bondage during life, it therefore has 
appeared necessary that some aid should be ex- 
tended to such poor, unhappy sufferers, wherever 
they may be discovered, either in this city or its 
neighborhood; and as loosening the bonds of 





wickedness and setting the oppressed tree is evi- 
dently a duty incumbent on all the professors of 
Christianity, but more especially at a Lime when 
Justice, liberty and the laws of the land are the gen- 
eral topics among most vanks and stations of 
men. 

Therefore, being desirous, as much as in us lies, 
to contribute toward obtaining relief for all such 
as are kept thus unjustly in thraldom we have 
agreed to inspect and take charge of all the par- 
ticular eases which may hereafter come to our 
knowledge; and that our good intentions may 
operate more successfully, and be of general 
utility to such as stand in need of our assistance, 
have judged it expedient to form ourselves into a 
regular socicty by the name of the ‘ Suciety for 
the Relief of Free Negroes unlawfully held in 
Bondage.” 


A President, Treasurer, Secretary and a stand- 
ing Committee of Inspection, were appointed, and 
the Society commenced its operations in good 
earnest. But the political commotions of those 
times, of which Vhiladelphia became in some 
sense the focus, soon interrupted its meetings, 
which were not resumed till after the treaty of 
peace. 

At first the Society had been composed entirely 
of Quakers. In 1737 it was reorganized, and the 
name gives atthe commencement of this article 
adopted. A large number of new members were 
admitted, and the veucrable Franklin, then 
President of the State, accepted the oflice of Pres-

| gates from all the Abolition Societies in the United 
States, including several in Maryland and Virginia, 
to ddliberate on the means of obtaining their com- 
mon object—which National Convention continued 
lto meet annually fur the next twelve years. To 
ithe first Convention Dr. Rush was a delegate from 
ithe Pennsylvania Society, and was the Chairman 
‘of a Committee to draft an Address issued by that 
body to the people of the United States. From 
that document, the first of the kind, distinguished 
‘as well by vigor and simplicity as by its emphatic 
‘condemnation of the system of Slavery, we give 
the following extract:

Ie can have no motive of a 
selfish character, to beguile his judgment, and in- 
fluence his conduct. Not so with the Republican. 
| Grant that he is sincerely desirous to promote ani- 
versal emancipation. Grant that he loves Liberty 
and hates Slavery with a burning zeal, he has yet 
the endowments of office for himselt, or his friend, 
or the success of his party to influence his judg- 
ment and to warp his conscience, it may be quite 
unperceived by himself.
